They lay that no violence shall accompany these 
Strikes, when ever.v bo.i> knows that they breed murder ud eoa- 
tempt tor latr and nr<Ter. They deny the dt-her fallow tlie right to 
work, and by threats iini intimidation rertrain thesn' from earning 
aa honest dollart^ 

_ Tha Negro, as a rule, has no part in a strike and is n«v<r 
.^laJwedas s^trike-breu^er.'and does not wish to be socUMed. 
Not*ithatandiag'ihe f^ct that, most of I he Unions faavs denied 
himadmi»sion to their raTik». the Hepo haB never arrayed him- 
aelf against the Unions: He has only saked tor an opportunity to 
work and nut be mole.-^ted in the puraoit of his honest toil.
